BLACK QUARTER. 


The inv satigation of the reports of the 
vocurence of the form of anthrax, known 
as black leg or black quarter, shows that 
afew deaths, probsbly about thirteen 
animals in all, have iaken place in one 
locality, a few miles from this place. It 
in a well known fact that this disease 
cecuts periodically over the entire Globe, 
and during the pas: summer it has pre- 
vuiled toa eonsiderable extent in all 
parts of Kurope, and in many places in 
America, So farm this country is con: 
cerned, no uneasiness whatever need be 
felt reyarding it, As the disease is com- 
municabie by means of spores emanatiny 
from the decomposing carcasses, it is 
neeessary for its prevention in future to 
burn all bodies of animale dying from the 
disease and to bury the ashes in dry svil 
away from rivers, springe, streams or 
lakes. During seasons such as the past 
summer, when grass is super-abundant 
and rich in nutrition, stookmen should 
prevent the young stock from becoming 
over fat by corraling at nights, or dnving 
and they should be furnished with plenty 
of rock salt in the pastures. 

Stockmen and faimers should at once 
report ty Mr. Wroughton, the yovern- 
ment inspector of stock at Macleod any 
appearance ol thie or any other disease.

In support o 
this argument we quote facts as to the 
devastation wrought upon American 
ranges by the overcrowding evil. Under 
the circumstances what excuse have 
those who are interesting themselves in 
the matter for asking tout the quaran- 
tine be abolished? ‘hey have none, 
without their evident anxiety to favor 
the American stockmen connts for any- 
thiny.

A new and very simple method of train- 
ing vicious horses was exhibited at West 
Philadelphia, recently, and the manager in 
which some of the wildest borses were sub- 
jected, the Philadelphia Record calle as- 
tonishing. ‘The first trial wae that of a 
kicking or “‘bucking’’ mare, which the 
owner said had allowed no rider on her 
back for a period of at least five years. 
She became tame in abont as many minu 
tes, and allowed herself to be ridden 
about without a sign of her former wild- 
ness. The means by which the result was 
accomplished was a pieces of ligth rope, 
which was passed around the front of the 
jaws of the mare just above the upper 
teeth, crossed in her mouth, thence secur- 
eo! on the back of her neck. It was cleim- 
ed that no horse will jump or kick when 
thus secured, and that a horse, after re- 
ceiving the tratment ua few times, will 
abandon his vicious ways forever. A very 
simply method was also shown by which a 
kicking horse could be shod. It consists 
of connecting the an!mal's bead by means 
of a rope tastened to the tailand then to 
the bit, and then drawn tightly enough to 
incline the animal's head to one side. 
This, it is claimed, makes it avsolutely 
impossible for the horse to kick on the 
side of the rope. Atthe eame exhibitice 
a horse which had to be bound op the 
ground to be abed, suffered the blacksmith 
to operate om him without attempting to 
operate ow him witbeut attempting to 
kick while secured in the manner described.
